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JAPAN, 

YOKOHAMA. 


The dates from this port are to the 11th August. The fol- 
lowing is the mail report of the Japan Herald :— 

The principal item of finterest politically is the fact that his 
Excellency, Sir Harry Parkes, has notified to tho Gorogio bis 
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intention of “residing in Yedo, a determination that will ia 
very generally approved, and which he has made known in a 
plain and unequivocal manner, that will show the Japanese at 
once the character of the man they have to deal with. Sir 
Harry has been at the capital during a great part of the inter- 
val between the present and the preceding mails, but nothing 
is absolutely known as to anything special having been ar- 
ranged, 

[A later telegram announces that official quarters had been 
granted to Sir Harry.] 

H.M.’s ship Princess Royal, with Admiral King on board, 
has arrived, and gives quite a grand appearance to the fest, as 
she floats side by side with H.M.’s ship Conqueror. It is sup- 
posed sho will remain here for some timo, The Congueror has 
received orders for England, and will sail on the 25th with the 
marines, 

Preparations are being made by the French authorities for 
the Fete Napoleon, on the 15th. .The English military and 
naval authorities have decided upon having a grand review on 
that day, in honour of our Imperial ally. 

Yokohama was visited by a severe gale on the morning of 
the 7th, during which much damage was done to the weaker 
tenements in Yokohama, and to the Bund, and two hatobas. 
Several vessels dragged their anchors, and a great number of 
boats, both Japanese and European, were driven over to the 
opposite side of the bay. 

The weather is still somewhat overcast and unsettled—very 
unusual for this season of the year. 

In municipal matters there is nothing whatever to report. 

Tuesday, the 1st August—the anniversary of the battle of 
Mindon—was a’ grand field day for H.M.’s 20th, who wore re- 
viewed by Major-General Guy, and went through the ceremony 
of trouping the colours. 

The following article is from the same journal :— 

‘A few days ago a rumour was spread through the settlement 
that in an encounter between the Tycoon and Nagato, the 
former had been defeated. Though we cannot positively con- 


7 eet tradict this statement, we doubt its veracity; for, as far as we 
- | know, the Tycoon’s army had not even entered Nagato’s domi- 


nions when the rumour reached us. Whatever the truth may 
be, it is of some interest to stato that the announcement of the 
victory of the rebellious Prince did not meet with the reception 


¢| with which the news of the defeat of an ally ordinarily does. 


‘There were some who were quite satisfied to hear that the 
Tycoon had been humiliated, and declared openly that Nagato’s 
cause was identical with that of foreigners. 





CHINA, 
PEKING. 
‘We take the following items from the North China Herald :— 
“A native interpreter, arrived from Cheffoo, informs us that 
the Nienfei have completely evacuated the province of Shan- 
tung and marched westward into Honan. They betray no 
wish to occupy the places they subdue, but merely plunder 
the neighbourhood and then migrate. They are for the most 
part mounted, so that they aro able to overrun the country 
with great celerity and comparative impunity, while organized 
bodies of troops cannot cope with them in the rapidity of 
their movements. 
It is reported that San-ko-lin-sin was killed, not by the 
Nicnfci, but by the country people, On the twenty-second day

of the fourth moon (May 16th) he had an engagement with the 
enemy which resulted in his defeat. On the evening of the 
following day (May 17th) he, with about ten followers, sought 
the protection of some villagers, who received him with every 
demonstration of hospitality, but beheaded him and his guard 
during the night. This occurred outside the city of Tsu-chow-fu. 

‘The instability of official favour in China has already afforded 
ts theme to the essayist, the novelist, the dramatist, and even 
the poet. We have on various occasions been led to adduce 
instances of this failing in the Government, but we have rc- 
cently obtained an example which casts most other instances 
into the shade. Every forcigner in China is familiar with the 
name of Kwan Wen—one of the few purely Tartar viccroys who 
have succeeded in gaining the affections of their temporary 
subjects. Some time since he was recalled to Peking for the 
purpose of receiving honours and dignities, such as had seldom 
‘before been lavished on a vassal of the Celestial Emperor. He 
‘was created a Senior Guardian of the Heir Apparent, received 
the highest title of nobility, and was prescnted with the double- 
eyed peacock’s feather. Such was his high degree during a 

ew brief months, The throne now accuses him of remissness 

jn crushing the Nienfei rebellion, while yet it was rampant in 
the Two Hu, and degrades him from his post in the Imperial 
family, while it snatches from him the highly-prized decoration 
which some forty years of faithful servico had entitled him to 
‘Wear. 





SHANGHAT, 
” Dates are down to tho 21st, or five days Inter than those per 
French mail. The Inspector of Customs has issued a report 
on the trade for 1864, and we hopo he has sent us a copy, in 
which case wo shall in our next give a full epitome. 

Some months ago Mr. Hanbury announced through the local 
papers, that he had obtained some American cotton seed, and 
that he would distribute specimens of it to those who might 
wish to experiment on its growth. A portion of this seed was 
planted by Mr. Vaucher in his garden on the Sikawai-road. The 
result is a patch of cotton far superior to any China cotton. 
‘The climate has agreed with it, and the plants are inas flourish- 
Ing a condition as though they had never been removed from 
their native soil. 

Much sensation has been caused here by the discovery that 
2,000 barrels of gunpowder, belonging to If. M.’s Government, 
was stored at the Ningpo Joss Houso (some threo quarters of a 
mile from the settlement). Eventually a proper guard was 
provided, 

Four English rowdics, who were recently captured while in 
the act of breaking into a house at Hongque, were sentenced to 
one year’s imprisonment each. Stokes, the ringleader, kept a 
house in the Malvo, ostensibly a blacksmith’s shop, but in 
reality a rendezvous of desperate characters, 

Tho rate of interest has shown a downward tendency since 
tho departure of last mail, and though the nominal rate for 
money upon good sccurity is 10 per cent., we hear of au ad- 
vance having been made by one foreigu bank at as low a rate 
as 6} per cent. 

Tho third ordinary general mecting of the shareholders of 
the China Fire Insurance Company took place on the 8th of 
August. The business transacted consisted chiefly of laying 
the statement of the accounts and current affairs before the 
shareholders. A special meeting of the sharcholders of the 
Shanghai Brick and Sawmill Company took place on the 12th. 

During tho absence of Mr. F, B. Fairley, Mr. H. Thorburn 
will act as manager of the Bank of India. 

A fraud is now being put in practice by the Chinese, and to 
which many foreign houses have already fallen victims. The 
article of silk waste has advanced very considerably in price, be- 
ing now about double the value it was last year. The result is 
that the Chinese, who, as usual, cannot bring themselves to be 
contented with a reasonable profit, have set about an ingenious 
plan of mixing salt and chalk in a moist state with the staple, 
thereby at once increasing its weight and apparent quality. 

The following notification has been issucd by the ‘laoutai :-— 

“Tho number of native and foreign merchants now residing in 
Shanghai has so largely increased, that in the business relations 
of one with the other integrity is above all things necessary, and 
any attempt at overreaching must be carefully abstained from. 
T have lately heard of certain fellows who, when selling silk and 
cotton, put stones into the bales, or pour water over them, thus 
endeavouring to increase the weight and gain a dishonest profit. 
Such conduct isjtruly disgraceful, and, moreover, comes under 
the penalties exacted by law. Officers have already been ay= 
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pointed to inquire into these malpractices, and I now issue thig 
notification, that all may know that for the future those who 
bring silk and cotton from the interior must have their produce 
in good order, and must also be careful not to cheat in money 
matters. Stones and such things must not be put in the bales. 
But if any are foolhardy and unprincipled enough to continue 
such practices, I will, without mercy, inflict the severest punish- 
ment upon them so soon asI find out about them or have a 
formal complaint laid before me.” 

A melancholy accident occurred upon the river on the night 
of the 10th August. Captain Hanssen, of the barque Eidsvold, 
had returned with his wife after spending the evening on board 
another vessel. Before Mrs. Hanssen had stepped out of tho 
sampan it was caught by the tide and upset. Her husband 
sprang into the water to rescuc her, but they were both sucked 
under the ship’s bottom and drowned. 

In extracting the correspondence of the Municipal Council 
and the charge against Mr, Pickwoad we overlooked the follow- 
ing letter, which quite exoncrates Mr, Pickwoad :— 

(To the Editor of the North China Herald.) 

Sir,—In your daily issue of the 8th inst. you published a copy of a 
letter addressed by Mr. Alabaster to the Clerk of the Municipal Council, 
in which he defends Mr. Pickwoad from any suspicion which may attach 
to him, in respect of a discrepancy in the accounts of the Council, amount- 
ing to 1,000 tis, 

‘As the Treasurer of the Council for the year in question, I am glad to 
be able to support Mr. Alabaster's statement. So far as I can recollect, it 
was never supposed that Mr. Pickwoad had received the 1,000 tls, The 
tale of Sankee was, I believe, to the effect that he paid this sum to me 
direct or through my compradore ; this, however, he failed to prove at 
the time. Ido not think that Sankee ever hinted that the money had 
passed through Mr. Pickwoad’s hands, and Teertainly do not see how that 
gentleman can be held accountable. 

1 think this brief statement is due to Mr. Pickwoad. I trust it will be 
thought a sufficient apology for trespassing upon your space.— Your 
obedient servant, J. Puestizy Tate. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates are down to the 28th Aug. 

The English mail of the 17th July by the French line of 
steamers was hourly expected, her arrival at Singapore having 
been reported, and her news laid down by the private steamer 
Suwonada, from New York, a new vessel belonging to Messrs. 
Augustine Heard and Co., which arrived in Hong Kong on the 
26th August. The London telegrams are up to August 4th, 
and convey the result of the gencral clections. Most of the 
items of news conveyed by this mail have been anticipated by 
the French mail, and given in our issue of the 10th inst. 

Another attempt is now being made to introduce! guano 
into China. The present attempt appears to be well organised, 
and is committed to strong hands, The principals are people 
of large means who have a licn on tho Chincha Islands. The 
sole management of the affairis entrusted to the powerful 
agency of Messrs, Jardine, Matheson and Co., and as a perma- 
nent supply for some time is positively secured, a steady 
demand will assuredly appear. 

It was reported that the Royal Marines about to leave for 
England would proceed to Japan, but wo can inform our 
readers that the rumour was incorrect, 

At Manila a daily journal has just been started. It is en- 
titled the Porvenis Fidipino, and appears to promise well. 

We (China Mail) hear of changes about to take place in the 
Consular service, by which the Amoy Consulate will bo placed 
iu charge of one of the best junior-linguists in the service, 

From Canton we Icarn that an old member of Gordon’s force, 
named Daffey, an American, had been brought a prisoner to 
that port by the Chinese authorities, and given up to the U. S. 
Consul there. 

With the advent of Captain Kinder and the other Mint 
official, says the China Mail, we observe a new issue of mils and 
ceuts, bearing tho date 1565; and also what sccms a fresh 
supply of ten-eent silver pieces, bearing, however, the old date 
of 1863, The fresh issue will be gladly received by all partics, 
as these small coins have been found so convenient and useful, 
We hopo that the quantity} to hand will be suiticient to mect 
all requirements until the Mint here commences to coin them, 
along with the dollar and the other sub-multiples. Discretion, 
however, might bo recommended to the Treasury as to the 
paying out of these coins at present—caution being necessary, 
on the one hand, to avoid glutting {the market; and, on tho 
other, to prevent them, through the chicanery of the Chinese 
money-changers, reaching au almost fabulous premium. 





COCHIN CHINA. 
Our advices from Saigon give full accounts of the holding of 
& magnificent fete Dieu in that city. The different roads con- 
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verging towards it were from an early hour on the day of the 
celebration crowded with villagers from Goviap, Choquan, and 
Arrayo, anxious to wituess the solemnities, Mgr. Miche, 
Bishop of Dansara, and Apostolic Vicar of French Cochiu- 
China, bearing the Host, and preceded by the clergy of his 
diocese, closed the procession, the most magnificent yet wit- 
nessed in that quarter of the world. The Governor’s musical 
band executed a superb triumphal march for the occasion. The 
procession having paraded the chief streets drew up on the 
quay, where it was joined by the Governor and the chief mili- 
tary and civil authorities. The Host was here elevated, amidst 
the thundering of cannon, the whole population bowing to re- 
ceive the benediction, The Annamite barques were ornamented 
with flowers, which, agitated by the breeze, presented a most 
picturesque spectacle. A solemn mass, celebrated by the 
‘Bishop, assisted by the Governor and various high fanctionaries, 
terminated a ceremony the impression from which is likely to 
be lasting on the population. 

The Moniteur de la Flote publishes a letter from Cochin- 
China of the Sth August, which gives a very favourable account 
of the new French colony. It states that six lots of waste 
ground in the suburbs of Saigon, covering a superficies of 
47,457 square yards, wero set up by auction on the 1st August, 
and sold for 74,070f. The purchasers are preparing to build 
on the ground. The new settlement of Cholen is said to be 
progressing rapidly. Stone housos are erected on ground which 
was not long since waste marsh. The central canal of Hoi-Hiep 
is about to be excavated, by which the town will be completely 
drained, The contractor for the canal has, moreover, under- 
taken to build a market and two new villages, which will be a 
great advantage to the Annamites. The French transport 
Sarthe had returned to Saigon from Yokohama, bringing a num- 
ber of Japanese horses for the French artillery and cavalry in 
Cochin-China. Notwithstanding the fatigue inevitable during 
such a long voyage, it is said the horses arrived in excellent 
condition, It appears, moreover, that horses are cheap in 
Japan. 





SIAM. 

Dates from Bangkok are to the 15th August. 
dent writes :— 

His Majesty the Sccond King has been quite ill, but is im. 
proving. For two years past his Majesty has been withdrawing 
more and more from public business. Much of his time has 
been spent at his country palace at Sitha, a romantic place 
east of Ayuthia, The withdrawal of his Majesty from public 
duties isa source of much regret, but his position is such that 
it requires so much prudence and discretion to keep clear of 
blame and jeslousies, that it is not very surprising he avoids it 
as much as possible. The best of feeling exists between the 
First and Second Kings, and if correctly informed, his Majesty 
the First King would be greatly pleased to see his royal brother 
taking a greater interest in the affairs of the kingdom, 

‘There was a report in ciroulation last week of an attempt to 
poison the First King, which made some stir, but it is now ge- 
nerally believed to be a false rumour. 

A combination of Chinamen has been discovered which had 
formed somo design against the Government. A number of 
muskets, pikes, badges, &, were also discovered. Rumour 
says the combination amounted in number to about 
three thousand. The leader was a petty officer under the 
Government, and a Hokien Chinaman. He, it appears, acknow- 
ledged his designs, and has been banished the country. Some 
reports say he was disposd of by dumping him into the gulf, 
but it appears, upon reliable authority, that he was placed on 
board of the Siamese barque Castle, bourd for Hong Kong, with 
the injunction that if he returned his head would pay the 
penalty.

STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are down to the 7th Sept. The London mail of 26th 
July arrived out on the 4th Sept. by H.M.S, Coguette, as the 
P, and O. Company’s steamer met with an accident off Penang. 

In general business the market has been moderately active 
during the past fortnight. For cotton goods the demand has 
improved, Grey shirtings have moved freely at gradually ad- 
vanced prices. ‘The stocks of T cloth have been nearly cleared, 
and considerable sales made for arrival. Long cloths have also 
been sold for present delivery and for arrival. Twist has been 
in good demand for No, 40’s., and rather better rates obtained. 
In coloured, transactions in imperial red, green, and orange havo 
been small ; but stocks of Turkey-red have been nearly cleared at 
improved prices, White shirtings of the finer qualities have 
been taken freely at fair rates for immediate delivery and for 
arrival. For low and medium qualities clearances have been 
limited. Spotted have been quitted to a small extent at 
former rates. White cambrics of the finer descriptions have 
been in good inquiry and high rates obtained for arrival. In 
Turkey-red cambrics transactions have been small at former 
prices. Dycd goods generally have been very languid, Sarongs 
remain in’ heavy stock, aud in very‘ limited inquiry. The. 
demand for woollens has been almost confined to Spanish 
stripes, in which moderate clearances have been made for 
China, In iron very little has been done, Spelter 
and tin plates continuo to be neglected, Sheathing 
copper and fyellow metal have been taken to a small extent. 
For coal the demand is still unabated and high rates obtained. 
Marine stores generally have been exceedingly dull. Aus- 
tralian flour has been imported largely and lower rates ac- 
cepted. Clearances in bottled beer have been extensive at 
fair prices. 

In exports the transactions during the fortnight have been 
moderate. The supplies of betelnut have been parted with at 
lower rates. China camphor continues in some demand. Gam- 
bier is offered at slightly reduced rates. Coffee is still in de- 
mand aud very scarve. Gutta percha has been imported to a 
very limited extent and high rates realised. Buffalo hides and 
horns still command extreme rates, Pepper is very scarce, 
and in great demand, The small imports of india rubber 
have beon takea at a slight advance on previous prices. Rattans 
are still scarce and high prices maintained. Pearl sago has 
slightly advanced. Sugar has been in demand and higher rates 
given, Benares opium has fluctuated considerably, but tran- 
sactions have been almost restricted to Bazaar speculators, 
Nothing doing in Turkey opium. The market is well supplied 
with wheat. 

The Straits Times of September 7 contains a long correspon- 
dence on the Screw Pile Company and the Tanjong Pagar 
Dock Company. The same paper also has the following in 
connection with Java :— 

“Our readers will remember that in our paper of 24th July we 
mentioned the cool reception the Resident of Rhio met with 
from the Sultan of Assaban, and concluded by remarking, 
‘ Itremains to be seen what steps our neighbours will take to 
enforce a proper respect being shown them,’—and we are now 
in a position to state what these steps are to be, 

“We are informed that an expedition, consisting of tho Djanbi, 
screw steam corvette, Amsterdam, paddle steam corvette, and 
Sindoro, screw corvette, Bfontrado, screw corvette, carrying 
about 1,000 troops fully equipped for field service, will leave 
Batavia on the 5th Sept., and proceed to Assahan, first calling 
at Rhio for the Delfyd, screw corvette, and Dassoon, N. 1. Go- 
vernment paddle steamer. This is a powerful force, and will 
be able, if properly managed, to bring the Sultan to terms.”

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 


CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—Caxton.—The market has been quiet during the fortnight, and 
transactions have been limited. Buyers require more concessions than the 
teamen are disposed to submit to. There have been no settlements of 
Country Congous nor Taysaams for the fortnight. In Scented Teas a 
Tittle business has been transacted at reduced rates, but prices must decline 
atill further ere purchasers enter the market freely. Country greens have 
been purchased for shiprsent to New York, but Canton Greens have been 
quite neglected The following are the settlements reported for the fort 
night:—Pouchong, 2,500 hf-ch. at 21 taels; Scented Orange Pekoe, 
3,500 boxes at 22 to 39 taels ; Scented Caper, 5,000 at 13} to 34 taels; 
Country Greens, 3,350 hf.ch. at 38 to 49 taels for Gunpowder, 35 to 56 
for Imperial, 20 to 56 for Young Hyson, 29 to 54 for Hyson, 15 to 17 for 
Skin. The stock is reported as under. Country Congous 6 chops, 
Country Greens 9,000 hf-eh. Other descriptions uncertain. 

Foocuow.—An active market resulting in an advance for all deserip- 
tions. Third crop Congous had arrived in quantity and had been pur- 
chased freely. Some Souchovgs had been taken at full rates, Little was 
doing in Oolongs, the buyers for New York not having entered the mar- 
ket. For Flowery Pekoes, extreme rates have been paid. Scented Teas 
have advanced nearly two taels. The following are the sales since the re- 
port issued for last mail. Congou: 19,000 chests at 6.3 to 10 taels for 
dust and broken leaf; 13 to 20 for ordinary to good common ; 20 to 25 
for flavory; 26 to 31 for good flavory to medium Kaisow; and 39 
for fine Kaisow in boxes. Souchong: 1,500 chests at 20to 2 
common to medium; 20 to 29} for good to fine. Oolongs: 2,850 half- 
chests at 16 to 18 taels for common to good, and 20 to 29 for fine to finest. 
Flowery Pekoe: 490 chests at 24 taels for common, and 45 for fine.

faving noticed in your late issues sundry articles about China 
grass, and apparently congratulating Frenchmen upon their great mercan- 
tile acumen, perhaps you will allow me to inform the public what is 
already known to many China merchants. This fibre has been manipu- 
lated upon by a certain individual in England as far back as twelve years 
ago. ‘Ihe patents of the machinery then got into the posession of another 
person, who organised a company (kept private) for working it, and 
although several hitches occurred in perfecting it I believe it is still in 
working in Yorkshire, though whether remunerative or not I cannot say, 
As far as the raw material is concerned, I can only tell you that three 
years.ago upwards of 1,000 tons lay in London (to the great grief of the 
importers), laying down at a cost of from £70 to £80 per ton, and valued 
nominally at only £40, Although ] was never an importer of the com- 
modity, still I have from tke first been much interested in its being 
manufactured in England, and have at times, in my correspondence with 
the late Sir W. Hooker, Dr. Maximovitch (the well-known Russian Go- 
vernment botanist in Japan) and a friend of mine in China, received all 
the information about this willow or withy (for such it is) that 
any one can desire. Should your readers require further information 
Thave no doubt that by referring to old letters and pamphlets I can supply 
it. The great difficulty, as far as I can see, arises from the fact that it 
cannot be imported into Europe at alow enough cost. To obviate this, the 
only way is to send preparing machinery to China, and then to spin and

HAMBURG, 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Octonrr 14. 

I begin this letter by refuting the statement contained in 
the postscript of my last, that “ it isnot Admiral Wullerstorff 
but his brother” who has accepted the post of Austrian Minis- 
ter for Commerce and National Economy (Volkswerthschaft), It 
is, after all, the gallant and enlightened commander of the 
Novara Expedition. He is now in his fifticth year, having been 
born at Trieste, in January, 1816, and he entercd the Austrian 
Navy at the ogo of cighteen, In 1839 ho was appointed Di- 


rector of the Naval Observatory, and Professor of Navigation 
and Astrcnomy at the Naval College. In 1854 he obtained the 
rank of full captain, and shortly afterwards (1857) took tho 
command of the Novara Expedition, of which he has written 
such an interesting and graphic description, which became so 
popular that of the German edition 40,000 copies were imme- 
diately sold on publication, since which several new editions 
have been required. When ho entered on the duties of his 
new office last week he appeared in full parade uniform aa an 
admiral of the Austrian Navy. Whoever has been so fortunate 
as to have had an opportunity of reading the above-mentioned 
work, cannot failto have been struck with the humane and 
liberal sentiments with regard to religion, the management of 
colonies, but above all free trade, with which the book abounds, 
In his inaugural address to the officials of his department the 
new Minister laid great stress on following and extending 
in every direction the principles of free trade, and the abolition 
of all monopolies and protective duties as the foundation-stone 
of commercial prosperity and national wealth, which he hoped 
to increase and develop by his administration of the commercial 
department, and to see the trade of Austria assume that extent 
to which it was entitled from the advanced state of their 
manufactures and industry. 

The new Minister's first act was to dismiss all the officials, 
and he is now engaged in replacing them by men of liberal 
sentiments, in whom he can confide the duty of carrying out 
the details of the reforms he is about to introduce. 

A Hamburg paper called the Reform, perhaps but little 
known abroad, but with a very extensive local circulation— 
printing 25,000 copies—says that the administrators of tho 
estate of Mr. Carl Broderson, of Altona, a China merchant who 
failed last autumn for a very considerable amount, have sent 
aciroular to the creditors of that gentleman, informing them 
that the principal creditor—the house of Messrs. Joseph 
Oxford and Co, of London—has offered to'pay the others 25 per 
cent, of their claims in two instalments, on their granting him 
permission to realize the assets for his own account. These 
assets consist principally in shares or parts of sixteen 
vessels accounted in the schedule worth 386,777 marks 
banco. ‘The Court of Magistracy or Municipal tribural at 
Altona found it necdful to issue a public proclamation 
inviting the creditors to register their claims before a 
ain day, in order to ascertain the ¢xact amount of the lia- 
bilities. At first the claims seut in amounted to more than 
two millions of marks banco, but after a strict investigation on 
the part of the assignees, that sum has been greatly reduced, 
aud the amount proved and admitted as lawful claims is now 
ascertained to be 1,161,000 marks banco, Experts have been 
employed to value the shares in the vessels, which aro booked 
at having cost him 420,000 marks banco; but their report 
shows that they are only worth 264,000 marks banco, to any 
one that can make use of them, and that in the event of a 
forced sale they would fetch considerably less, The assignees 
officially appointed by the authorities at Altona are Messrs. H. 
W. Hinrichsen, C. A. Hubener, and C, Jacob. In their circular 
they recommend the creditors to accept the terms offered for a 
composition, 

I observe in your last number a statement that the Leipzig 
Michaclmas Fair went off well, and gave general satisfaction, I 
know not where you obtained the information, but it is diame- 
trically at variance with the accounts printed in the Leipzig 
newspapers, which one and all are unanimous in complaining 
woefully that the result was a most unfortunate one, and not 
to bo compared with the Easter Fair. Leather and cloth were 
the only articles that experienced anything like a fair demand, 
whilst, on the other hand, cotton and silk manufacturers, gold 
and silver articles, and furs of all description, found no sale to 
any extent, and were all decidedly dull. 

A letter just received from Corfu announces the arrival in 
that port of the Austrian frigate Schartzenberg, where she 
dropped her anchor not far from the Danish frigate Niels Juel, 
which was lying in the harbour, These two vessels did the 
leading part of the work on different sides in the naval engage- 
ment off Hcligoland in May last year, and are both still com- 
manded by the same officers, It would have afforded them an

CIVIL WAR IN JAPAN, 

Ow1ne to the manner in which the new: 
from Japan has been treated by most of the daily papers, and 
also to the tenor of certain telegrams, the British public gene- 
rally areimpressed with the conviction not only thata civil 
war of portentous magnitude in that country i 
but that it has actually commenced ; while, notwithsta 
the threatening measures adopted by the Tycuos, and the de- 
fiant attitude of the rebel Daimio Cxostu, those better acquainted 
with the politics of that country, and the peculiarities of its 
people and form of government, will not be surprised if the 
commencement of actual hostilities should be delayed for a 
considerable period, and perhaps averted altogether, ‘That a 
large ariny, healed by the Tycoo in person, had lect Yedo en 
route for Cuostu’s dominions, is beyond doubt ; but since its 
departure the programme has been changed, and we 
now hear that Kioto, not Nagato, is the pres nt 
Gestination of the Itaperial forces; and that, according to 
present arrangments, they will remain there for an inde- 
finite period, while consultations are pending between the 
Tycoox, the MrKapo, and their respective Ministers, as to the 
course fivally to be adopted, It. is also rumoured, and pr 
bably not without foundation, that negotiations of a pacific 
nature are not unlikely to be initiated by Cxosiv himself, and 
that the Mixapo is disposed to view with favour somo peace- 
ful solution of the difficulty, such as the surrender of a portion 
only of the Prince's territory, as a punishment for his insubor- 
dination, aud a ransom for the remainder. 

In our erdeavours to understand the motives which actuated 
this rebellious Daitio, in his apparently indiscriminate aggres- 
sions both on his own and foreign Governments, we have been 
constautly puzzled by contlicting statements which seemed to 
neutralise each other, and by the dittcuity of discriminating 
between conjectures and facts ; the former being always so 
plentiful, aud the latter, with our present imperfect knowledge 
of the country, so difiicult to arrive at. Many doubtful points 
are, however, cleared up bya proclamation issued by the Trcoox 
shortly before his departure from Yedo with the army, a trans- 
lation’ of which document appears in the Japan Herald of the 
Ast of July. In this we sce for the first time an official account 
of the charges brought against Crostu by the Mtkapo and the 
Tycoon, aud we are also informed that it is at the instance of 
the Mixapo that he is about to be brought to punish- 
ment. His various offences are recited at considerable 
length. le is accused of conspiring with intent to over- 
throw the Govermnent; of tisrepresenting the Tycoo’ 
acts, and otherwise cudcavouring to sow dissension between 
the Tycoon and tho Mikapo; of intriguing to produco dis- 
content with the forcign treaties among the members of the 
Kooghay, or Council of the Mrxapo ; of attacking, without 
provocation, inoffensive vessels belonging to countries having 
such treatics with Japan; of falscly representing that ho had 
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the authority of the Mrxapo for these aggressions ; of causing 
certain officials, sent to him by the Tycooy, to be murdered in 
a most treacherous manner; and finally, when his plots had 
failed, and his real character been unveiled, of having made a 
desperate attempt to scize the person of the Mixapo, and de- 
stroy Kioto. For these offences, the proclamation goes on 
to say, it was resolved by the Tycoon to call upon all faithful 
Daimios for aid in punishing him ; but he at first feigned sub- 
mission, and voluntarily promised to dostroy his fortified castles 
and surrender his territory. This, however, having proved to 
be only a subterfuge, probably practised to gain time for more ef- 
fectual resistance, the Mrxapo had urged the necessity of nolonger 
delaying that chastisement so richly deserved. Such is the official 
narrative of the circumstances which have induced the Trcoox to 
march at the headof an armynumbering no less than one hundred 
and twenty thousand men, destined, no doubt, to ravage with 
fire and sword the territory of the luckless Morr Darpsen. 
Of the crimes imputed to him we know some to bo justly laid 
to his charge; for instance, the attempt to destroy inoffensive 
vessels belonging to forcign merchants and the attack on 
Kioto ; but whether he be guilty of all the offences enumerated 
in the Tycooy’s proclamation, and what extenuating circum- 
stances there may be in his fayour, we have no evidence to 
show. What if there be, after all, some germs of truth in his 
defence? Our treaties have never beeu ratified by the 
Mrkapo, and that potentate has never looked with a favouring 
eye on the presence of foreigners in his dominions. What if 
it be really true that, jealous of our intrusion into the hitherto 
secluded waters of the Suwo-nada, the Mixapo authorised Caosia 
to close the Straits of Simonoseki ; and what if, finding him- 
self in a false position, and his hastily-adopted policy unten- 
able, he ruthlessly sacrificed its exponent, and made a scapegoat 
of the luckless Prince? The avowed efforts of the Tycoon to 
prevent the attack of the allied fleets on Simonoseki, and the 
rumoured disposition of the Mrgapo to treat him leniently, 
aro both caloulated to throw, at all events, a shade of probability 
on this surmise, and to favour the idea that this much-abused. 
Daimio may after all be more sinned against than sinning. 

The etlect of such treatment as we have here hinted at, 
upon aman of haughty, resentful and fiery disposition, would 
doubtless be to incite him to the most desperate acts of re- 
bellion, such as would afford still further pretezts, if any 
were necded, for inflicting chastisement upon him. The 
army against which he will have to contend, should he 
persist in defying the authority of the Government, is a formid- 
able one. A letter from an officer holding the rank of a 
colonel of artillery, recently published in the Japan Herald, gives 
some interesting particulars regarding its composition. The 
Tycooy’s own army, properly so-called, consists of 70,000 men, 
10,000 of whom are said to be equipped and drilled in Euro- 
pean style. The remaining 60,000 men have been raised 
and equipped by ten powerful daimios, and a portion of 
these forces are also more or less perfect in European 
tactics. The troops aro said to be in fine condition, and the 
arch is conducted in the most orderly manner, the use of all 
intoxicating liquors being absolutely interdicted. Notwith- 
standing the strict discipline enforced, entire harmony prevails 
among the officers aud men, andall seem eager for the fray and 
averse to pacificmeasures. On the other hand Cxosiv, is by 
no means without the weapons for a powerful resistance. His 
samourai are renowned as being among the most warlike in the 
empire ; and with a considerable army, strong fortifications, and 
good store of European arms and ammunition (with which he 
has doubtless managed to supply himself), he will surely make 
a resolute defence. We are not among those who believe that 











Satsuma will array himself on the side of the rebel. Among 
other reasons for this opinion, we may mention, firstly, the 
fact that several of Sarsuma’s steamers have been chartered 
to the Japanese Government for the purpose of conveying 
troops and stores to Simonoseki in connection with the Trcoon’s 
expedition ; and, in the second place, it seems very unlikely that, 
after the result of his former collision with a foreign Power, he 
would again place himself in direct opposition to foreigners, 
which would assuredly be his position did he support Cuostu, 
one of the principal features of whose late career has been his 
determined series of aggressions against the several treaty 
Powers. The generally pacific attitude of Satsuma, of which 
the mission to this country lately noticed in our columns is a 
substantial proof, also favours the idea that if not active in 
support of the Government, he will atall vents remain neutral 
in the impending struggle,

FRANCE AND THE CHINA TRADE, 

Mucu dissatisfaction begins to be expressed in France at 
that country being so far behind Great Britain in the aggragate 
amount of its annual trade with China. Is it to this the valour 
of her arms has come? Can her diplomacy accomplish nothing 
more? To be in the third or fourth rank of foreign dealers 
offends the national amour propre, which would fain find France 
first in commerce as well as “ first in war.” The Patrie, in cast~ 
ing about for the means of enlarging French transactions with 
China, appeals to the Chambers of Commerce throughout the 
country to take measures to make more widely known those 
advantages that incite the enterprise of the French merchants 
already engaged in the China trade, aud so increase the number 
of exporters, The Putrie never asks how new customers in 
China are to be immediately sccured, or consumption at home 
suddenly stimulated ; nor does it deny that demand is already 
equal to supply in either country; still less does it consider 
that increased exports to China under existing circumstances 
would be to reduce existing profits, which for the past year have 
been inconsiderable, and, as regards home importations, pro- 
blematical. The Patrie, we presume, would have inaugurated 
8 sort of Franco-Chinese crusade, French goods routing English 
goods in the China markets, or making both a drug. The spirit 
of competition itsclf can only lead to loss when unsupported 
by other considerations ; it may stimulate to increased yeu- 
tures, but affords in itself no guiding direction. A most mate- 
rial point to be kept in view in the endeavour to enlarge the 
trade of a country with foreign and distant ports is the 
character of the roturn cargo. The commerce of a nation 
cannot suddenly bo raised from moderate to gigantic pro- 
portions; and the samo causes would be likely to give a 
proportionate increase to other countries, It would be as 
well for the Pacrie and its enthusiasm for the glory of France 
to remember that an extensive trade, when not existing by 
virtue of a monopoly, ‘is the product of agencies matured 
by time, and triumphing over successive obstacles, The vast 
capital we have embarked in trade with the Far East, the long 
credits wo aro ready to furnish, the character and prices of our 
manufactures, our exhaustless wants and world-wide relations— 
all favour the maintenance of our pre-eminence. At the same 
timo we aro satisfied that French enterprise is too much on the 
alert not to take advantage of any legitimate openings that may 
present themselves in tho China trade; but they must bo 
patient if they wish to rival the “nation of shopkeepers.”

TUE MENDICANTS OF PEKING. 

The Cour de Miracles of Paris was in old times the ren- 
dezvous of all the vagabonds of Paris, and M. de Mont Louis, 
who has visited China, Persia, and other parts of the East, 
gives us an account of what he calls the Cour de Miracles of 
Peking, in other words, of vagaboudage in the capital of China. 
He says that the largest collection of the most miserable and 
most hideous mendicants inthe world is to be found on the 
great bridge which crossed the canal aul forms a portion of the 
route which the Emperor takes when passing from the gate of 
‘Tchang-Yung-Min, in the wall on the south side of Peking, to 








his palace, Here, says M. de Mont Louis, may be seen beggar® 
scated in the dust, often with a dead or dying relative or com- 
rade by their side, gambling with the sapeques which have been 
thrown to them, while others importune the passers by, or seck 
in the mud of the place for rind of vegetables, bits of rag or 
other refuse, He describes the frequenters of the place as en- 
tirely naked, or covered with such rags that it is a miracle how 
they aro kept. together, covered with sores which they vaunt 
with awful imprecations, their faces shaded by a mass of 
filthy hair that never knew comb, brush or water, and covering 
their heads at times with the only utensil or piece of property 
which they possess in the world, the black earthen pot which is 
given to them by the authorities. M. de Mont Louis gives a 
graphic account of the flattery, tricks and insolence of these 
vagabonds, and mentions a curious privilege which they possess 
of taking from the shops on New Year's Day any article of food 
which they can hold within their hand. Amongst many ex- 
traordinary things, we are told that the death of one of these 
miserable creatures near any house renders the owner of it re- 
sponsible,and that, consequently, if threats, entreaties and bribes 
are ineffectual to remove a dying beggar the good man of the 
house lifts the unsavoury burden and removes it to some other 
spot. If they buy their necessaries, these miserable beings 
steal their luxuries, and they are said to have a novel method of 
preparing themselves for @ midnight job; they smear their 
bodies all over with any greasy matter they can get, no matter 
how filthy, and stick needles or bits of broken glass in their 
hair, so that itisnext to impossible to catch and hold them, 
The mendicants in Peking, according to M.de Mont Louis, 
amount to four per cent. of the population, and all belong to 
secret socicties or bands, confined tocertain localitics and lorded 
over by a chief who holds the reins because he bas the power to 
seizo them, and punishes any infraction of bis orders with great 
severity. Not long ago one of these functionaries, who had ac- 
quired extraordinary influence, is said to have been made a 
Mandarin, and to have died five years since in all the odour of 
respectability if not of sanctity, Marriage holds a curious posi- 
tion in the code of the vagabonds. Ifoneof these gentlemen 
desires to become domestic he chooses alady, aud is obliged to 
inform his chief of the fact ; but the marriage is neither a civil 
nor a religious ceremony, the husband quitting his wife when he 
may think fit, and not acknowledging his paternal obligations 
in any way whatever, By this arrangement the Chinese beggars 
escape all the scandal of divorce and police courts! M. de 
Saint Louis admits that there are many Yang-T'si-Yuanns, or 
houses of charity ; that a tax is levied on all housekcepers in aid 
of the poor, and that the Emperor and the Princes give large 
sums for the same object. Last year, he adds, the Emperor 
gavo at the commencement of the winter six thousand taels, 
and on the very night preceding the distribution, thirty mendi- 
cants diced of starvation on the marble bridge of the palace. 
M. de Mont Louis hints that the fear of rebcllion has more to 
do with these arrangements than any actual feeling of charity, 
aud adds that the functionaries who preside over the houses 
of charity have geuerally no remuneration, and therefore take 
care of themselves out of the money and millet entrusted to 
them for distribution, this custom being quite regular in China, 
The number of mendicants who receive rations of millet twice 
a day during three winter months is supposed to be somewhere 
about three thousand, There exists alsoin Pekinga public dormi- 
tary for theso miscrable creatures,a large building consisting of 
four sides, witha large court-yard in the centre. Oue of the wingsis 
devoted to men, a second to women, aud a third to children, 
while the fourth is occupied by the officers aud servants of the 
establishment, No beds or furniture of any kind is provided, 
but sometimes the ground is strewed with feathers given by 
mandarins and other grandecs, who simply order their poulterers 
to carry 0 many feathers to the dormitary. When the weather 
is very severe the poor mendicants have a thick blanket-like 
covering, with a hole in the middle, through which the head 
appears. The sleeping space is so restricted that the mondi- 
cants are unable to lie down, but aro packed together like 
negroes in a slave ship. In case of death the bodies are placed 
in rough coflins, which remain for mouths piled one on each 
other in the place where the beggars come daily for their dole, 
for the law only allows the interment to tako place during the 
first week of spring! M. de Saint Louis admits that private 
charity exists to a considerable extent in Peking, but he is 
rather hard upon poor human nature when he attributes nearly 
the whole of the almsgiving to policy, sclf-interest, and vanity. 
We none of us do so at home !

CIIINESE COMPETITION IN TRADE, 

We would be glad to learn more particularly the grounds on 
which the French Consul-General at Shanghai affirms that his 
visit to the chief silk districts has resulted in improving the 
facilities for foreign, or at least for French trade. Thero cin 
be no question that the occasional visits to the interior of China 
of the official representatives of foreign Powers, bent on disco- 
vering the local causes that enhance prices or render them so 
fluctuating, apart from the conditions of supply and demand 
and cost of transit, and making complaints ix propria persona 
to the Mandarins controlling the routes of trade, would prove 
favourable to forcigninterests. The central power has always 
been too ineflicient or carcless to check tho exactions of the 
Mandarins ; and it may be made a question whether these ex- 
tortioners might not thus be made more amenable for infractions 
of the treaty. Such official visits by our own Consuls, accom- 
panied by gunboats, would not only give a wholscsome sense of 
our readiness to defend mercantile interests, but would prepare 
the way for further enterprise by private traders, In so far as 
concerns our purchases, we are yet too dependent ou the middie- 
man. A vast change will bo brought about when we are enabled 
to hold more direct dealings with the producers. Adding to 
this a clearer understanding of the conditions of transit to be 
come to with the local authorities, we would be able to enter 
intoa more effective competition with native exporters. 





THE NEW GOVERNOR FOR HONG KONG. 

Sir Richard Graves Macdonnell has arrived from Halifax, and 
it is reported will take his departure for Hong Kong next 
mouth. The correspondent of the Canadian News, writing from 
Halifax on the 28th Sept., says :— 

Sir Richard Graves Macdonnell leaves here to-night by the steamer for 
England. Yesterday a warm and flattering address was presented to his 
Excellency by the corporation of this city of Halifax, As this address 
and the reply to it seem to me worthy of reproduction, I append them to 
this letter. ‘The reply especially strikes me as one which is conceived and 
expressed in very good taste. ‘Sir Richard and his graceful and accom- 
plished lady have endeared themselves to the numerous circle who, since 
their arrival here, have enjoyed the unwouted and genial hospitalities of 
Government House; and the great body of our citizens and the people of 
this province geuerally will warmily sympathise with the kindly sentiments 
contained in the address to which “I have just alluded. There is not, of 
course, much scope under our present form of Government for the active 
exercise, on the part of one in bis Excellency's position, of statesmanship 
in the local government of the colony; but the energy and ability of Sir 
Richard as Commander-in-Chief have been most successtully exerted 
in advancing the local defence of this province. Na’ previous 
Governor has bestowed a tithe of the personal attention which Sir 
Richard has given to this important branch of the public service, and 
which be has the satisfaction of now leaving in a hizh state of efficiency. 
It may be safely stated that in no part of Her Majesty's dominions can 
there be found a more zealous and devoted representative of the Crown 
than Sir Richard Graves Macdonnell. 
he following is the address alluded to :— 

To his Excellency,— 

We, the Mayor and Aldermen of the city of Halifax, for ourselves and 
on behalf of our fellow-citizens, assure your Excellency that on departing 
from this province to assume a post of greater responsibility and more im- 
portant trust, to which our Most Gracious Queen has been pleased to 
transfer you, you will carry the sincere regrets of our citizens generally 
that your sojourn in Nova Scotia has been so brief, and that you will not 
be afforded the opportunity of carrying out the improvements of our 
country which, we are confident, vou were auxious to suggest and promoie. 

During your short administration of the Government, you have been 
distinguished by a marked desire to perform the duties appertaining to 
your exalted position faithfuily and acalously, to uphold the pood govern- 
ment of our illustrious Sovereign, aud to advance the prosperity of the 
people. 

Impressed as your Excellency evidently has been with the vital import- 
ance of having a self-protecting force to guard our homes, we have viewed 
with much satisfaction the deep interest you have evinced in our militia 
forevs and the internal defences of our country. ‘The improvements made 
and the active measures promoted by you, the Commander-in-Chief, must 
have occasioned much thought, anxiety, and troubie, and are likely in our 
future to prove largely beneficial. 

‘The gentle and urbane bearing of your amiable lady has com- 
manded the deep respect of the community, and we beg tv assure your 
Excellency that the citizens of Halifax will long cherish pleasing recollec- 
tions of the residence in our midst of your Excellency and her Ladyship. 

Though we much regret your early departure from our shores, we must 
be permitted to congratulate your Excellency on the high estimate Her 
Majesty places upon your administrative talents by entrusting you with so 
dignified and important an appointuent as the one to which you have 
been promoted ; and now, when thus according to us the privilege of a 
parting farewell, we respectfully wish your Excellency and Lady Mac- 
donnell a safe, speedy, and pleasant pasage to your new sphere of use- 
ulness. 

His Excellency replicd as follows :— 

Mr. Mayor and Aldermen,— 

Your address embodies so much genuine and kindly feeling to myself 
personally that I should find it ditficult at any time to express adequately 
the sentiments which its language awakens. How much more so, then, 





















































at a moment when, amidst an unusual pressure of business, the recollec- 
tions connected with my sojourn bere and the regrets so natural at leaving 
are crowding on me. 

I: may be true that the only durable reward of exertions for the public 
good lies not in mere human approbation, but in the inward conscious 
sense of efforts honestly and fearlessly made to act up to a high standard 
of duty. Nevertheless, I hope I can adequately appreciate the friendly 
approval of those who reside near and personally know me, and who are 
at this moment, during the Parliamentary recess, the most important re- 
presentatives of public feeling in the province. I also appreciate fully the 
value of the opinion of a representative body such as yours, to whose 
intelligence and enterprise the increasing improvements of this city of late 
years bear such ample testimony. 

Although I did not feel warranted to decline that personal promotion to 
which you allude in a career so long followed, I frankly own that it is ren 
dered less acceptable by the severance which it entails of much pleasant 
intercourse with valued friends and the interruption of many labours, 
whose fruits, nevertheless, will not, I trust, be wholly lost. 

Amongst those labours I shall always look back with special pride to 
the improvements which the liberal spirit of your Legislature has enabled 
me to effect in the organisation and equipment of your local forces. Their 
increasing efficiency will soon render them formidable opponenis of any 
regular invading army, whilst the loyal and cheerful spirit in which they 
contribute time and labour to render themselves efficient defenders of their 
native land justly merit the grateful recognition of the country. 

I scarcely kuow how to allude suitably to your just appreciation of one 
whose companionship bas constituted the chief happiness of mysélf. 1 
will only say that I am well aware that to her presence here will be almost 
entirely ‘due those pleasing recollections which you say will abide with you 
of our sojourn here. 

Tam not at this moment, as you may suppose, inclined to touch on any 
subject connected merely with the arduous duties of my public life. I 
only feel that [am bidding farewell, through you, to a community for 
whose prosperity I have endeavoured conscientiously to labour, and whose 
continued progress and happiness shall never cease to interest me.

Auncxed is a statement of the computed value of our impor- 
tations for the above period. Each country is placed in the 
order in which it ranks, according to the magnitude of the sup- 
plies it has sent to us. ‘Ihe tutal shows a falling off of about 
19 per cent. but this is almost entirely consequent on the 
reduction in the price of cotton, which has caused India to 
figure for ouly £9,489,188, against £20,503,510 in the first 
half of last year, and Egypt for only £3,964,947, against 
£11,040,841; while China and Brazil, also from that cause, 
exhibit a proportionate diminution. ‘The most remarkable 
feature in the list consists in the place occupied by the United 
States, which now, instead of standing at the head of the foreign 
contributors to our wants, show a total only a little more than 
athird of that of France, about half that of Egypt, aud less 
thau those respectively of Germany, China, and Holland :

The great publishing houses are beginning to be sensible of 


the approach of winter and its long evenings, Their dormant 
season is during the bright summer days when every healthy 
mind that is fortunately incorporated in a healthy body is away 
to fragant meads or the breezy shore. History has taken the 
lead in the recent additions to the library catalogues ; for Lady 
Theresa Lewis’s Extracts from the Journals and Correspondence 
of Afiss Berry cousist so entirely of anecdotes and reminis- 
cences of personages who have already been placed by posterity 
in the niches awarded to them in the Temple of Fame that the 
three volumes they fill must not be classed as mere ordinary 
autobiography. ‘The sisters Berry, long ago introduced to the 
public by Horace Walpole, flourished’ during the long period 
extending from 1783 to 1852. ‘The elder of the two was the 
dolight of the old age of that prince of anecdote-writers just 
mentioned, who was born under the reign of George the First, 
and her days were lengthened out till, little more than a duzen 
years ago, she was presented to Queen Victoria, who did Ler 
subject the unusual honour of expressing a desire to make her 
acquaintance. Nor do the ‘ Extracts” refer to English life and 
English celebrities alone. The ladies were travellers in their 
younger days, before the French Revolution broke out to change 
the entire aspect of manners and society ; the short respite 
from war of 1802 took them again over to Paris; and another 
visit after the restoration of the Bourbons enables them to 
note how completely the events of the earlier part of the nine- 
teenth century had disunited the then generation from tho 
past. The volumes may be considered an indispensable supple- 
ment to Horace Walpolc’s collection of memorabilia, and 
will, no doubt, be as extensively read and treasured up— 
The Story of the Great March is the narrative of Sher- 
man’s wonderful movement from Atlanta to Savannah, 
and thence northwards, told by oue of his aide-de-camps, 
Brevet Major George Ward Nichols. Sherman's exploit is now 
thoroughly appreciated by the professional military crities, who 
admit that it displays the very ighest quality of generalship— 
that of winning bloodless victories by dint of consummate 
manauvring. Grant will soon receive his turn of hero-wor- 
ship, for it certainly must be confessed that the two makea 
pair of whom America ought to be proud. Indeed, it is clear 
that tho perfect confidence felt by cach in the other enabled 
Sherman to decide on his brilliant flanking campaign, and 
brought Grant to remain iramovable and apparently inert 
before Richmond, where tho event proved he did the Union 
better service by retaining Leo also motionless, than if he had 
hazarded a hundred conilicts. Besides po: 
interest as regards the topic it crubraces, the book is very ably 
written, and may be set down as a really spirit-stirring per- 
formauce. 

Of lightor publications, we must recommend A Summer in

‘Skye, by Alexander Smith, the poct and es 
says the author, one is frecd of one’s century, wafted far be- 
yond the atmosphere of Edinburgh reviewers or sensation novels, 
aud everything is seen “ in the light of Ossion, as in the light 
of a mournful sunset.” During a residence of several succes- 
sive summers in Skye, he grows deeply interested in the 
Ossianie controversy, aud becomes thoroughly convinced that 
Macphersou was uo literary forger, but simply an inefficient and 
untrustworthy translator. A short extract will sum up his 
decision :— 

That a large body of poetical MSS. existed in the Highlands we 
know ; we know also that when challenged to do so, Macpherson pro- 
duced his originals; and the question arises, Was Macpherson a competent 
and faithful translator of these MSS, ? Did he reproduce the original in 
all its strength and sharpness? On the whole, perhaps, Macpherson trans- 
lated the ancient Highland poems as faithfully as Pope translated Homer, 
but his version is in many respects defective and untrue. The English 
Ossian is Macpherson’s just as the most popular English Iliad is Pope's. 
Macpherson was not a thoroughly equipped Gaelic scholar; his version is 
full of blunders and misapprebensions of meaning, and he expressed him- 
self in the fashionable poetic verbiage of his day. You find echoes of 
Milton, Shakespeare, Pope, and Dryden, and these echoes give his whole 
performance a hybrid aspect. It has a parti-coloured look ; is. a thing of 
odds and ends, of shreds and patches ; in it antiquity and his own day are 
incongruously mixed—like Macbeth in a periwig, or a ruin decked out 
with new and garish banners. 


Mr. Smiths’ acute perception of external beauties renders his 
account of his residence in Skye. charming picce of word- 
painting. All kinds of matter appear in his volumes, from 
poems composed in a bothy to a description of a row at Keady 
Fair; and the people among whom he mixed, whether gentle 
or simple, stand out well from tho canvas as character-studics, 

Some reprints of American facefie aro just now having a 
rapid sale. In addition to Major Jack Downing and the 
Biglow Pupers, there are four or five others not so well known 
to the English public. The success of these republications may 
havo the excellent effect of inducing a desire in American 
authors and their publishers to acecde to that international 
respect for copyright which has been formally sanctioned by 
treaty and legislation ataong many European nations. Arlemus 
Ward, his Book, and Astenus Ward, his Travels, are perhaps 
destined to achieve the honour of this ‘beneficial result. Ono 
publisher advertises a shilling edition of all these books with 
the following— 

Notice.—Beeton's edition of “ Artemus Ward " is not issued under the 

authority of Mr. Brown, the author, It is printed without his leave or 
sanction, precisely az Mr. Beeton’s books, and Englishmen’s works 
generally, are reprinted in America without their leave or sanction, 
A rival publisher has filed a bill in Chancery against. this bold 
retaliator in literary appropriation, founding his claim to 
right on certain petty rectifications of the American ori 
alleging that he, the plaintiff, “mado such additions, sup- 
pressions, and alterations to and in the edition of the author's 
work so prepared by the plaintiff for the English reader and 
published by the plaintiffin England.” The plaintiff's grievanco 
is, as he puts it, that Mr. Becton’s edition is printed without 
authority, not from the American, but from his English edition. 
The question, therefore, is whether these variations are sufti- 
ciently important to constitute an infraction of copyright. In 
principle there can be no doubt that anything added by an 
English editor to a work, whether copyright or not, is copyright 
if published for the first time in this country. It is customary 
with some English writers publishing in America to get somo 
small portion added to their work by an American writer, which 
is geucrally considered to secure copyright in the entire volume, 
if the exact extent of the work of the Amcrican collabovatcur is 
not divulged. All these devices, however, ouly scrve to illustrato 
more strongly the unsatisfactory state of interuational copyright 
law—or rather uo law—as between England and the United 
States, 

Among the matters that point to the winter's merry fire- 
side are some of the Games for Round Parties, issued by Deau 
and Munday, Mrs. Biackwell’s Game of (aotations froi the 
Poets deserves special mention for the clever notion of fixing 
in the memory the words and sources of the phrases and lines 
that continually spring to the lips even in ordinary conversa- 
tion, so completely have they become “ houschold words.” The 
game may be played, it seems to us, intwo ways, either by the 
exact reminiscent being rewarded by a counter, or by the faulty 
one being muleted ina forfeit, It possesses the merit of being 
so framed that, whilst young people beyond the age of child- 
hood will findin it amusement and instruction, their seniors will 


































{be ablo to join in it without forfeiting one atom of their 


dignity beyond occasionally affording a proof of having lived 





long enough to find they have forgotten mugh that they knew, 
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Gustave Dore’s great masterpiece—viz., the [lustrated Bible 
—upon which he has been engaged for the last four years, is 
now on the eve of completion, Messrs, Cassell, Petter and 
Galpin have purchased the engravings for their sole and exclu- 
sive use in the English language, and their edition of this great 
work, for England and America, will be shortly announced. 
‘The illustrations will consist of 230 large page drawings, the 
cost of their production being upwards of £15,000. 

Mr, Murray has published a new Hanabook for Russia, Po- 
land, and Finland, which has been compiled by Mr. Michell, 
an attaché to the Embassy at St. Petersburg. Having lately 
had experience of the incorrectness of Bradshaw, we welcomo 
this book most heartily as much needed.

The Orontes, iron screw troop-ship, Captain H. W. Hire, left Plymouth 
‘on the 30th Sept. for Madeira, en route to China. Her supernumeraries 
consist of about 170 officers and 870 seamen, &c., there being, when all 
told, about ],250 souls on board. 

It has been officially announced at the head-quarters of the Royal 
Engineer establishment, Chatham, that the appointment of principal in- 
structor in field fortifications to the Royal Engineer corps, vacant by the 
death of Major F. H.de Vere, bas been conferred by Field-Marshal the 
Duke of Cambridge on Lieut.-Col. W. O. Lennox, V.C., now attached 
to the Quartermaster-General’s Department at Aldershott camp, who will 
forthwith enter on the duties of his post. Colonel Lennox has seen ser- 
vice eminently fitting him for the appointment, He was present during 
the whole of the campaign in the Crimea, the gallantry he then displayed 
entitling him to the Vict Cross. He also served throughout the 
Indien mutiny, and commanded the Royal Engineer brigade at the relief 
of Lucknow, for which he was honourably mentioned by Lord Clyde, 
and publicly thanked by the Governor-General of India in Council. He 
served throughout the whole campaign in India, 

‘The screw frigate Racoon, 22, Captain Count Gleichen, has arrived 
from the Mediterranean, and will steam into Portsmouth harbour to be 
docked. Lieut. Prince Alfred was to have joined the Racoon at Malta, 
and served on board her in the Mediterranean until his promotion to 
Commander's rank in the spring. The outbreak of cholera, however, in 
various ports of the Mediterranean has been the cause of the Racoon’s 
recall to England. 

‘A new rudder on Lumley's patent is being constructed for the screw 
troopship Orontes, Captain H. W. Hire, at Portsmouth dockyard, and 
will be fitted to that vessel on her return to England from her present 
China voyage. The Lumley rudder, which is fitted to Her Majesty's ships 
Columbine, Scotia, and six other vessels in the navy, is one of the most 
simple, yet efficient, forms of steering that can be applied to single screw 
ships, yet, strange to say, none of our large ironclads have yet been fitted 
with it. 

Her Majesty’s screw gun-vessel Sylvia, partially completed at Wool- 
wich, to carry four guns, and to be of the burthen of 695 tons, the build- 
ing of which has been suspended since 1860, is now ordered to be com- 
pleted. Sheis to be fiited with a chart-house on deck, similar to that of 
the paddle sloop Hydra, and it is reported the command will ke given to 
Staf-Commander Reed, who performed efficient service during his com- 
mand of the surveying vessel Rifleman, in the China waters, 

‘The late Dr. Barry, inspector-general of military hospitals, was found 
after death to bea woman. The Carlisle Examiner says that the fact 
was suspected during life by reason of voice, stature, and beardless 
face, but that Dr. Barty was very haughty and bold, having given more 
than one oballenge to a duel. 











HAMBURG. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

The Austrian Commodore (now Rear-Admiral) Baron von 
Wallerstorff-Urbair has just been appointed Minister for Com- 
merce. This gallant officer will no doubt be known to many 
of your readers in the Far East when he commanded the ‘ No- 
vara expedition,” of which he has written such a highly interest- 
ing description. This is the first time that he has ever 
accepted a civil appointment, and from the zcal and energy 
with which he in that work has advocated the desirability of 
opening the Austrian trado to China and Japan, there is every 
reason to expect that one of his first official acts will bo to take 
earnest steps to conclude commercial treaties with those em- 

res. 

y A correspondent of the Russian Northern Post, admitting 
that the fair at Nijai Novgorod has been a bad one this year, 
proceeds to investigate the question whether the fair is in a 
chronic state of annual degeneracy, or whether the calmness 
which prevails is only attributable to local and transitory causes. 
He arrives at the conclusion that it is owing to the latter, and 
states that people most intimately acquainted with the condition 
of the fair for many years,all agree with him in ascribing the 
present dulness to the numerous changos and reorganisations 
going on in the interior of the empire, and cannot be placed to 
the account of the extension of the railway system, as by far 
tho greater part of the bulky goods are brought by water. 





* The new Siberian journal called the East Coast, published at 
Nicolayefsk, at the mouth of the Amoor, complains bitterly of 
the dearness of provisions and other necessaries of life in that 
town, giving the following quotations :—Butcher's meat, 8 to 9 
Roubles per pood of 40 lbs.; butter, 13 Rs.; wheat flour, 
5 Rs. 50 cop. ; ryo flour, 2 Rs. 10 cop. ; buckwheat groats, 3 Rs. ; 
pearl barley, 2 Rs. 40 cop.; wax candles, 22 Rs.; stcarine do., 
11 Rs. ; fresh sturgeon, 12 Rs. ; a bottle of_milk costs 20 co- 
pecks, and ten eggs 30 copecks. 

Tho Prassian steam-corvette Vinela, of 20 guns, is ordered 
to proceed forthwith to the China and Japan waters, where she 
will remain for some time on the station. She jis now fitting 
out for that purpose at Kiel, and will probably sail in the course 
of this month, procceding, howevor, not direct, as she is under 
orders to go, in the first place, to the Brazils, where hor presence 
may be required for some little time for the protection of the 
Germans there. 

Mr. Ludwig Wiese, having resigned his appointment as Vice- 
Consul for the King of Sweden and Norway at Victoria, Hong 
Kong, his resignation has .been accepted by resoript dated 
Stockholm, the 19th of September last. 

Another flagrant caso of piracy in tho Far East, by which tho 
Hamburg underwriters are again partial losers, has come to 
light since last mail, and made a painful sensation here, Captain 
Fuchs, of the Prussian ship Fuchs, of Stettin, in a letter dated 
Amoy, july 27, reports as follows ; 

“On the 24th of May last [left Ningpo, and, to cut off'a'long distance, 
went tnrough the Kin-tang Channel, which leads into the Foto Channel, 
but with an 8-knot breeze it was not possible to make head against the 
current, which was so strong as sometines to turn the ship round and 
round, as in an eddy. However, I got through between the islands of 
Dumb and Deadman, On the 29th [ anchored off the island of Tagasan. 
For fear of the pirates which swarm on this coast I had loaded my two 
guns, and my ten muskets, though a common trading junk carries six, and 
pirates twenty and more, chiefly 18-pounders; I therefore run ou: four 
wooden duminies, In the morning a fisherman came on board to offer 
me fish for sale, and he appeared to look attentively at the dummies. I 
sent him away, and heard him laugh derisively. I then got under weight 
and, as the wind was light, the ship was carried away by the strong ebb 
and flood tide alternately. When between the Elephant Island and Ketow 











North P fourteen junks hove in sight, bore down on the and 
fired, di their forces so as to surround me. Fortunately their balls 


took no effect, as these pirates are bad gunners. I reserved my fire till 
three of the junks had approached pretty near, and their guns had de- 
molished my bulwarks, Both of my balls took effect, the first junk losing 
her mainmast, which, in falling, crushed someof her crew; the second 
made a hole in another of the junks just above the water line: my muskets 
also caused some confuson and loss. Notwithstanding this they tried to 
board me; but we managed with our muskets to pick off the men at the 
guns, and thus prevent their firing, while the more distant junks were un- 
able to fire without hitting their consorts. We now fired with canister, 
and my men cheered loudly as their shots told. One of the pirates 
managed to get under onr stern, where only one man was stationed, armed 
with a revolver. He let go the wheel and ran dowa into the powderroom, 
returning immediately with a tin case, half full of musket cartridges, 
Having put in some lighted tinder, he tossed the case on to the deck of 
the pirate, where it exploded immediately, and set fire to the tinder of 
their own guns, which were loaded with canister.

The Fucks then con- 
tinued to drift with the tide for two days, when a breeze sprung up which 
enabled us to reach an anchorag 

‘A correspondent of the Daily News writes :— 

The Senate of Hamburg has just laid before the Burgerschaft, for their 
consent and ratification, a contract lately concluded with the Submarine 
Telegraph Company in London for a new submarine line from the east 
coast of England to Cuxhaven, at the mouth of the Elbe, for which a 
concession has been granted for ten years. ‘The company is bound to put 
up two wires between London and the coast of Norfolk, and thence by 
submarine cable to Heligoland, with a branch line to Cuxhaven, passing 
through the little outlying island of Neuwerk, at the mouth of the Elbe, 
and belonging to Hamburg; whilst Hamburg engages on her part to put 
up two wires along the banks of the Elbe, to form a junction at Cux- 
haven, Both contracting parties bind themselves to accomplish their 
several engagements within twelve months from the date of the exchange 
of the ratifications, and to keep the lines in good working order during the 
whole period of the concession, For the present there will be no altera- 
tion in the charge for telegrams, which remain as those forwarded between 
Hamburg and London by the other existing routes ; but should any of the 
competing companies at a subsequent period reduce their tariff, the charge 
for telegrams by the direct route will also be moderated to the same scale. 
On all telegrams forwarded by this new line Hamburg is to receive eight 
silver groschens, or tenpence for each, and if the number of telegrams 
amount to more than 40.000 in any one year, the company are to be re- 
imbursed two silver groschens, or threepence for each. Hamburg further 
promises to prolong the concession for another term of ten years at the 
expiration of the present agreement, provided the existing’ convention 
with Hanover be renewed. ‘The contract was signed in London on the 
2nd of July last, by Mr. Syndicus Merck, on the part of Hamburg ; and 
Mr. George von Bunsen, on the part of the Submarine Telegraph Com- 
pany, but as the Burgerschaft has only now met after the summer recess, 
it could not be brought forward for ratification at an earlier period.

they are of the new crop, and have a strong aromatic smell. There is still 
a good demand for Pecco and Souchong for the North of Euro, 

Sreter.— Better accounts from America were neutralise 
effect on this market by dull advices from other European places, and the 
article is calm, with a downward tendency.
